Could Be Prevented

ow ner apply 5 pounds of a rse n a l< of 
lead to caci) JOO square filet of lawn 
before tie new need is sown. The.pre? 
enee of the arsen ate of lead in tin 
ground will poison the beetle grill s 
before they have had an opportunity to 
injure the roots of the grasses. Lawns 
so treated will contain sufficient poi­ 
son to kill all of the gruos Hun mas 
alight on Hicse spots for many year 
Observation at Riverton show s that 
law ns treated in 1922 are still in per­ 
fect condition. 
The entomologist* at the laboratory 
are recom m ending that the arsonate 
of lead be applied at this time and the 
seed sown along in August, This will 
give tin* lead the chance to become 
thoroughly mixed w it ii the soil before 
tin' seed is sown. 
In com m enting on the "Aleut of the 
injury this past year, Mr, Smith states 
that much of tho injury to the sods in 
the public park s has been due to the 
presence of the beetle. One exam ple of 
severe I nj iry has been iii F airm o un t 
Bark, Philadelphia, arni on m any of 
tile golf course* adjacent to the city. 
T his could have been prevented bad 
the proper precautions been taken last 
y e a r to treat the soil. 
In speaking of tin* arse n a te of lead 
application, Mr. Sm ith states that this 
poison will be h arm less to all kinds 
of seeds and if raked into the soil it 
w ill not harm bird or anim al life.
